Never did we realize that three years could go as fast as they have at Morris, 
leaving behind a great many memories, some of which were the happiest we have 
ever known. 

lt seems as if it were yesterday when we first walked through the huge halls of 
Morris, not knowing where we were going or what was to come. Still vivid in our minds, 
of course, are the immediate joys of wandering in search of our classrooms, filling out 
"a few" Delaney cards, and getting our programs signed. Fortunately, we became 
acquainted with our new school within a few days and began to feel at home when 
Alfred Woods, our M.O. President, welcomed us amiably. How about the host of 
friends we made among Morrisites, new and old? 

The year's outstanding activities began on October 3, 1961 when Duncan Hall 
greeted Lieutenant, J. G. Donald Patterson and his Navy Band. We were truly stirred 
by the 35-piece band's rendition of the famous "Victory at Sea." 

After our orientation period, from September through November, we became 
absorbed in the excitement of the basketball season, which proved to be quite thrill 
ing. Despite our losses to Columbus and Clinton High Schools during the season, 
our Morris Bulldogs managed to get to Madison Square Garden to play in the PSAL 
play-offs. We'll never forget the pounding of our hearts as we defeated Midwood 
High School, only to have our spirits dampened when our Bulldogs lost to Wingate 
High in a return bout. Nevertheless, each game will be a memorable part of our 
sophomore year. 


We can also recall the pride we felt on November 22, 1961 when Mr. Max J. - 


Rubin, president of the Board of Education, and graduate of the 1923 class, was 
presented the third annual Morris Alumni Award. What an honor to Morris to have 
such an alumnus! 

Our interests were quickened by the coming of the Spring Festival in May. 
"Finian's Rainbow," a former Broadway hit, highlighted the program and displayed 
the acting, singing and dancing ability of our fellow students. 

The new experiences of taking uniform and regents exams filled us with much 
tension and anxiety. This new phase of our school life was onerous and heartbreaking 
for some, but the outcome was successful for most. 

As we veterans returned in September with confidence, we filled out Delaney 
and registration cards routinely. We were anxious to tackle such challenging subjects 
as chemistry and intermediate algebra when we received our program cards. Well, 
they certainly did prove challenging, and some of us were still tackling them right 
through the summer! Scattered throughout the year were such events as the Student- 
Faculty Variety Show and the M.O. dances. It was quite a pleasant rarity to see 
our teachers performing before us on stage. The Christmas M.O. Dance featured 
Jay "Santa Claus" Schindel, bringing with him a few surprises and laughs full of the 
Christmas spirit. 
















The 1963 Alumni Award was given to Judge Bernard Botein, the Presiding Jus- 
tice of the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, for leadership in jurisprudence, 
on May 10. Among the guests were judges, lawyers, Bronx Borough President, Joseph 
F. Periconi, and other alumni of Morris. 















The Spring season again held in store our Annual Spring Festival. "Bye, Bye, 
Birdie’ was attended by 2,400 people at four sold-out performances, one of the 
largest audiences in Morris's history. This show proved to be one of the most out- 
standing that Morris ever presented. At the close of the year, we were once more 
faced with uniform and regents exams. However, we were happy in anticipation of 
our upcoming senior year. 









M.O. Council elections made Louis Mojica president-elect for that year. The 
. other elected officers were Marie Miller, Carol Jackman, Elena Lopez and Sam Watson 
| as vice-president, recording secretary, corresponding secretary and treasurer re- 
| spectively. 














| The first talent show of our senior year held on November 22, 1963, brought 
with it much merriment, only to have it shattered by the tragic news of the assasina- 
tion of our beloved President John Fitzgerald Kennedy. The shock of his demise 
paralyzed the nation's activities for quite some time before we began to recover. 
| The famous words of his inaugural address, "Ask not what your country can do for 
i you—but what you can do for your country" will be remembered by us all for years 
to come. 










After much grief, activities were resumed with the first Jazz Festival to be held 
at Morris High School, to which students contributed their musical talents. The show 
featured many guests from organizations such as the PAL and other schools in the 


Bronx. 









During this year Morrisites took part in the first school boycott ever to be held 
in New York City. Remember that we were supposed to begin the new term on 

February third, but were picketing outside instead? The boycotts revealed the intense 
feelings that Morrisites felt concerning the integration of the New York public schools. 













Our senior year looks as if it may have a grand finale. We are looking forward 
to the boatride to Bear Mountain, Senior Dress-Right Day, and the prom. However, 
the highlight of our years at Morris will come on graduation day. On this day we 
seniors will leave the structure of Morris High in the past, but we'll retain in our hearts 
forever the memorable years spent there.
